PEKIN, Ill, Feb. 21.—The confession of 
Samuel Moser, on trial for the murder of 
his wife and three children, read in court 
yesterday as part of the state's evidence, 
is not likely to impress the jury in Moser's 
favor. 

In’this confession Moser claims that the 


Amish Church made. himr*an suteast be- 
cause he loved his children and caressed 
them in public. In his confession Moser 

Ba.V8: 

-“The services in the New Amish Church 
had lasted for about two hours; I holding 
my little baby on my lap and he became 
restless; to quiet him I began to play with 
nim, toss him up and down upon my 
knee. I heard some one call out in church, 
but I didn’t know my name was called. 
The next time I heard my name called out 
by Rev. Rudolph Witzig, who said: ‘Sam 
Moser, you are making an idol of your 
child; you are going against God; it :s 
against the teachings of the church; you 
must acknowledge your sin before God; [ 
didn't think it was wrong to play with my 
child and I told Rev. Witzig that I didn't 
think I had anything to repent for. He s&id | 
1 had sinned and I must repent. I didn't 
think so and told him I would not repent 
und then he said I would be expelled.” 

Witnesses for the state will be produced | 
who will declare that oser defied 
church; that he toyed and played with his 
child during the service for the purpose of | 
annoying the pastor and congregation and | 
to show that he cared nothing for the 
Amish creed or rules of conduct. It will be 
shown that it was particularly impressed 
upon Moser, as it is upon all the young of 
the Amish church, that ff one violated the 
rules of the church, if he sinned agains 
(Jod and man, he would be cut off from the 
church until suitable atonement had been 
made for his sins.

MEETING AT LINDELL HOTEL 


‘STRONG WALBRIDGE MOVEMENT 


SAID TO BE ON FOOT. 


Mayor Ziegenhein, Who Wants to Go to 
Congress, Is Said to Have De- 
serted Zachritz, Who Re- 
lied On His Support. 


The Republican leaders held a lengthy 
caucus Thursday in the rooms of the Re- 
publican state committee, at the Ling 1 
Hotel, at which.representatives of both the 
City Hall and anti-Ziegenhein factions were 
present. 

The caucus adjourned, after a session of 
three hours, without agreeing upon a can- 
didate for mayor. Those present, however, 
agreed to meet again at 5 o’clock to make 
another effort. 

Mayor Ziegenhein entered the caucus with 
the intention of supporting Congressman 
Bartholdt, whose retirement from Congress 
would leave the mayor as the logical can- 
didate for his position. The mayor's ambi- 
tion to represent the Tenth district, it is 
said, is no new thing to his friends. 

John D. Johnson and his friends thought 


that George W. Parker would make an 
ideal candidate, but expressed a willingness 
to accept anyone on whom the factions of 
the party could unite. Ex-Mayor Cyrus P. 
Walpridge was put forward as such a man. 

Those present at the caucus were Mayor 
Ziegenhein, Theodore Kalibfell, Nathan 
Frank. Charles Smith, John B. Owens and 
Fred H. Kreismann of the city central com- 
mittee; John D. Johnson, Al Shapleigh, 
Dr. William Taussig, George D. Reynolds, 

. C. Day, A. A. Woerheide and W. L. 
Sturdevant of the St. Louis Republican 
Club and kindred organizations. 

None of those who attended the caucus 
would tell what had transpired, but it de- 
veloped Thursday afternoon that a strong 
Walbridge movement had been started. 

Reasons why Barthoidt, the choice of 
Mayor Ziegenhein and his friends, should 
not be nominated were advanced, and it 
is said the mayor finally consented to ac- 
cept any 904 Republican on whom the 
elements of the party could unite. 

Judge William Zachritz qualified as a Re- 
publican candidate for mayor Thursday 
morning by filing his name, together with 
the fee of $280, in the office of the Board of 
Election Comm ssioners. 

This action is taken to mean the final 
severance of the relations between Zie,en- 
hein and Zachritz. 

The sudden change of Mayor Ziegenhein 
from Zachritz to Bartholat is explained by

That they have seized ambulance mate- 
rial appertaining thereto. 

That they have not hesitated to have re- 
course to primitive rules of warfare, con- 
trary to the solemn agreement of The 
Hague, to arrest neutrals and deport them 
and to send out marauding bands to plun- 


der, burn and damage burghers’ private 
property. 
That they have armed Kaffirs and na- 


tives and used them against us in the war. 

That they have been continually captur- 
ing women and children and old and sickly 
men, and that there have been many deaths 
among the women because the so-called 
Christian enemy had no consideration for 
women on a sick bed or those whose state 
of health should have protected them from 
rough treatment. 

Honorable women and tender children 
have not only been treated roughly, but 


have been insulted by soldiers by order of 
their officers. Moreover, old mothers and 
women have been assaulted, even wives 
and children and the property of prisoners 
of war have not been respected.

THE ROLE AMERICA IS PLAYING 


SUPPLYING THE BRITISH ARMY 
WITH HORSES AND MULES. 


Allen Sangree Tells of Hundreds of 
American Boys Who Have Been 
Forced to Join the Eng- 
lish and Fight the 
Boers. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
(Copyright, 1901.) 

LONDON, Feb. 21.—Sir Charles Dilke. re- 
plying to a question as to whether Ameri- 
ca’s permission to England to obtain sup- 
plies of horses for use in South Africa 
Was a breach of neutrality, said today: 

“It is no breach of neutrality, but it is 
perfectly competent for any government to 
refuse to allow horses to be exported with- 
out committing an unfriendly act. Some 
countries never permit the export of horses 
for war purposes—Turkey, for instance. 
Others, like Austria-Hungary, have a law 
against it, but where they are friendly dis- 
posed toward either of the belligerents, 
Such countries occasicnally wink at a 
breach of this law. 

‘Austria-Hungary has allowed us to ex- 
ort horses to South Africa, and there 
8 no breach of neutrality involved. It is 
@ case of catch me if you can. There are 
erenty of precedents for refusing to allow 
orses to be exported for war purposes.”’ 
Several English and Welsh members of 
the House of Commons who disapprove of 
the government's South African policy 
Were seen by the Post-Dispatch correspon- 
dent today, and while sympathizing with 
the effort to put a stop to the practice. 
which they regard as unfair,to the Boers, 
would not speak for publication. One prom- 

inent member said: 

“] thiok it a miserable thing that the 
American republic should aid this great 
monarchial empire in crushing these little 
South African republics by supplying Eng- 
land with horses. We can get no horse’ 
from France, Russta or Germany, and there 
is no doubt that assistance in the shape of 
horses given under the aegis of the Wash- 
ington authorities has done irreparable 
damage to the cause of Boer independence. 
The British Government could not com- 
plain, either, if the supply was stopped.”’ 


WINKING AT THE SHIPMENTS. 


Administration Officials Take No Steps 
to Stop Buying of Horses. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. ; 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—The administra- 
tion is plainly annoyed by the points raised 
in the House that shipments of horses and 


mules for the British army in South Africa 
have been In violation of the spirit—if noth- 
ing more—of our neutrality laws.

are subject to seizure—if the Boers had a 
navy—the shipments do not violate our neu- 
Sty conventions. 

If these views be sent to Congress, in re- 
ply to the resolutions, as the official inter- 

etation of the obligations of the United 

tes as a neutral power (and the admin- 
istration’'s policy can only be upheld by 
such rulings), this government will estab- 
ligh a remarkable precedent. As a promi- 
ner t pointed out today: 
“The tntted States mignt well Nesitate 
before making a declaration. Let us sup- 
pose’ the Lnited States were at war with 
Germany and that Germany was deter- 
mined upon an invasion of this country. The 
United States absolves England—and Canh- 
ada, her province—from all blame if the 
orses and mules to draw artillery and 
transport wagons are bought in Canada. 
The same ruling would open the doors to 
South American countries. As ae re- 
sult Germany would not have to trans- 
port horses and mules with her army. She 
could buy all she needed here. If England 
were at war England, with her points of 
vantage on the Atlantic coast, could collect 
horses from South America and the United 
States could not call the countries selling to 
account. 

“The point raised is of greater vital im- 
portance than the Washington officials ap- 
Ppreciate.”’ 

The facts about the shipments of horses 
and mules froni New Orleans to South Af- 
rica attracted great attention. Few mem- 
bers of Congress had any thought that 77,- 
000 mules and horses, openly bought in the 
West, most of them in St. Louis, for the 
British army, had been shipped from New 
Orleans, and fewer still were aware that 
more than 4000 American boys had gone 
with the trasnports. Three-quarters of 
them are still in South Africa, and a ma- 
jority of these are serving in the British 
army to get money to return home. 

Neither the state nor the treasury de- 
partment bag replied ta the House resolu- 
tion, but it may be said that the answers 
will be in line with the administration 
policy—will wink at the shipments. It is 
fully realized, too, that without American 
horses and mules Kitchener's army would 
be at a standstill in two months’ time.

ANTARCTIC EXPEDITIONS. 


Dr. F. A. Cook Tells of the Belgian 
and Other Exploring Parties. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—Dr. Fdererick A. 
Cook, the antarctic explorer, has just re- 
turned on the Oceanic from a visit to Bel- 
gium. In Brussels he attended a meeting 
of more than 100 scientists interested in 


the recent Belgian expedition toward the 
North Pole. All of them contributed some- 
thing for the report of the venture, being 
published by the Belgian government. 

“This report,’’ said the explorer, ‘is the 
official record of the expeditéon, the story 
of which has already been published. There 
will be 11 volumes. One of them contrib- 
uted by me contains a vocabulary of 30,000 
words of the Yaghan language, the tongue 
of the inhabitants of Terra del Fuego. 

“Three antarctic expeditions are now be- 
ing fitted out on the other Bide.

“There is no doubt that death was due 
peggy ye to pneumonia, but there is room 
or difference of opinion as to whether the 
attack of pneumonia might have been 
checked had the patient not been in a weak- 
ened condition. 

“The patient had been drinking prior to 
the injury, and this made him more suscep- 
tible to pneumonia."’
